TORONTO — Caiitida s Sonata’an Friday 
iipprovL'd a Hwacpinj- aftropmoiil that virtual- 
ly ora.HL‘.s trade barrier;! between Canada iind 
tile United Stales. 

The Free Trade Agreement now goes into 
effect on New Year's Day. 

Furious debate over the pact forced i’rime 
Minister Brian Muironey to call new eiec- 
tions on Nov, 21. Hut the contest gave Mul- 
roney's Progressive Conservative P.irty its 
second straight majority government and a 


clear mandate to push for passage of the leg- 
islation. 

The vole in Ottawa was by voice and not 
tabulated. Senators from the opposition Lib- 
eral Party, which fought the agreement 
fiercely during the fall campaign, abstained. 

Later Friday, Supreme Court Justice An- 
tonio Lamer, acting for Governor General 
Jeanne Sauve. gave the bill its final ap- 
proval. Such approval by Britain's represen- 
tative in Canada is a vestige of colonial 
times. 

Muironey issued a New Year's statement 


Friday celebrating Canadians' "historic op- 
portunity to affirm their confuietice in our 
country's future." 

He used similar language in his pitch for 
the free-trade agreement in the campaign 
for November elections. 

The pact was approved by the House of 
Commons during a volatile session on Dec. 
2-1. The Conservatives used their majority to 
muscle the bill through l-Il-lll while irate 
opposition lawmakers sang the national an- 
them in protest. 

The Liberals control the non-elected Sen- 


ate ami had tied u]) the legislation tliere hirit 
full, forcing Muironey to call the election. 
'I'iiey promised, however, not to repeat their 
action if he won a majority government. 

Kven so. they pledged to monitor the trade 
agreement closely as its effects begin to be 
felt in coming years. 

Tlie pact was signed Jan. 2, 1988, by Presi- 
dent Reagan and Muironey, sparking a year 
of soul-searching by Canadians. 

.Many believed the trade pact represented 
a final subjugation of the Canadian identity 
by its rich southern neighbor. But support- 


ers, especially big business, heralded the 
agreement as a potential economic boon that 
would open up U.S. markets and eliminate S2 
billion annually hi U.S. tariffs. 

The two nations, with $150 billion in annual 
trade, already forin ihe world's biggest two- 
nation trailing p:irtnir,-.liip. But the trade 
agreement now phase.- mit till remaining tar- 
iffs, quotas and duties hi tween them. 

It also dismantles m;my investment barri- 
ers, frees up tradi' in energy and services 
and creates L’.,S. -Canadian panels to .settle 
disputes.

Farm prices 
well above 
start of year

WASHINGTON — I’rices farmers 
gel for raw prmiucls are ending 1983 
on an upbeat nou*. averaging about 
M percent more in December than 
lliey did a year ago, the Agriculture 
Deiianmi-nl said Friday, 

Tlie department's Agricultural 
Statistics Hoard said in its fina! re- 
port of the year that preliminary fig- 
ures showed pnees rose an average 
of 0.7 percent from November to De- 
ceiiilu-r. 

Officials said higher prices for 
bogs, It-uuce, oranges and cattle 
were partly offset by lower ji rices for 
toinalues, turkeys, sweet corn and 
slrawlierries. 

"Hog prices increased subslanliai- 
ly from last inonlli's relatively low 
levels, while cattle, milk, liroiler and 
egg prices each increased slightly," 
tlie report said. 

"Tile all-wbual price was at the 
highest level since May 1981, Soy- 
bean ami corn prices increased 
slightly sinci- November." the report 
added.

Hunt moves to West Germany 

Bot^b put aboard 
jet in Frankfurt

LONDON — Investigators have 
laid Scottish police that the bomb 
that destroyed Pan Am Flight 101 
was pul almard in Frankfurt. West 
(lernKiny, The Times of London 
reported today. 

The report .said investigators 
are certain that luggage loaded on 
Flight IWl in Frankfurt and flown 
to London's Heathrow airport was 
transferred on arrival at 
Heathrow U) the forward cargo 
hold of the doomed Boeing 7-17. 

ll .-luid scientists have estab- 
lished that the boinl> exploded in 
that hold, causing the jumbo jet to 
disintegrate. 

Flight 103 originated in Frank- 
furt. changed planes at Heathrow 
and continued to New York. 

Thu jet crashed in the Scottish 
village of I.x)ckerhio on Dec. 21 
less than an hour after taking off 
from Heathrow, killing all 2.59 peo- 
ple aboard and 11 on the ground. 

The account said the hunt for 
lliose responsible is now centered 
in Frankfurt "where a Palestinian 
terrorist cell is known to have 
been operating for more than 18 


months." 

It .said the cell is known to be 
part of Abinod Jibril's hardline 
i’opular Front for the IJberiilion 
of i’a!esline-Gt»jy;ral Command 
and to have carried out two bomb- 
ing attacks on U.S. military trains 
that .serve Frankfurt. 

The paper did not identify liy 
name the source of its informa- 
tion. • 

It said Scottish police oCficer.-i 
vyho flew to Frankfurt on Friday 
Would he shown evidence of the 
terrorist unit's existence and are 
expected to be given access to a 
Palestinian man arrested by West 
German security forces two 
months ago. 

The paper noted that the Jibril 
group, in a statement in Damas- 
cus Friday, denied any connection 
with the crash. But it said the <ie- 
nial was regarded skeptically by 
terrorism experts, who believed 
the group was trying to avoid po.i- 
sible U.S. military reUiIialion.

The destruction in Yel- 
lowstone brought into question the 
government's "let-burn" policy on 
park and wildernes.s lands, nnd the 
deluile over future hnndlinghf wild- 
fires timiimied as the year ended.

Despito the drought and the wild- 
fires it fueled, the year saw Idaho's 
long-stagnant economy finally take 
off. 

Idled mines in the Silver Valley 
reopened. Timber mills picked up. 
their pace as contracts were settled 
and strikes ended, and major busi- 
ne.sse.s like Micron Technology and . 
Albertson's began significant expan- 
sions. Those expansions, along with 
a new mall and downtown redevelop- 
ment in Boise, a dog track in Post 
Falls and revenues from the federal 
government and a new gasoline tax 
to boost highway work sent construc- 
tion soaring, 

TotJil employment reached record 
highs nnd held there as the state's - 
average annual wage jumped more 
than 3 percent to exceed $18,000 for 
the first lime ever.

Court, advisory pane! ponder Hawkins dilemma

. TWIN FALLS — Decisions involviiif,' tlie 
l.rouhled Hawkins Co. Lid. bean warehou-se 
are duo early next week from the state De- 
partment of Agriculture and the 5th Di.sirict 
Court. 

. Dick Rush, Agriculture Department direc- 
tor, meets Tuesday morning with an adviso- 
ry committee to discuss various proposals 
for milling and marketing the beans stored 
in the Filer warehouse, whether turning the 


beans into money would chiiiigi* the gmwer.s' 
legal standing, ami whether the company 
should he pul into receivership. 

Hu.sh created the conimitlee to help him 
decide how best to divide the nssot.s from the 
warehou.se, which wii.h seized by the stiite in 
November after inventory shortages were 
discovered. . 

The committee includfjH a reprosentaiivJ 
for Hawkins; one for it.s primary lender. 
First Security Bank; one for its lurgc.st lion 
holder, IClcin Brothers; and three for the 
growers. 


Another decision involving Hawkins also 
should be made early next week in 5th Dis- 
trict Court in Twin Falls. 

A judge will decide whether n lawsuit filed 
ngainst Hawkins by several growers should 
be a class action. The growers' attorney, 
Lloyd Walker, said he expects the court to 
Agree with the class-action request. 

If So. every grower with a claim to benns 
at Hawkins will be included as a plaintiff un- 
less he specirically declines. 

Tlic growers' siut asks the court to give 
them undisputed legal title to the beans, and 


to divide the beans aimmj; growers m sever- 
al subclas.se.s: growers with lU'-s'' beaim. 
growers with beans from previous years, 
iind growers with certifted seed lu-ims. 

The seed beans .shouldn't cause cimfusion 
liecaiLse wiirfh(iuse.s isolate them in septirate

Because most of the 1988 bean inventories 
are complete, growers who have only 198S

Lawyers representing sotne of the grower.- 
met TImrsday tu try to reach agreement on 
the disbursement issue and other items. But 
all they agreed on was that "it will be diffi-

Symposium will investigate nuclear waste

TWIN F.ALLS — Frustrated with what some 
members see as misleading and exaggerated in- 
formation about nuclear waste, the Idaho Acade- 
my of Science is inviting critics to its annual April 
symposium. 

However, local activists and the acientists may 
not be able to agree upon a format. 

The academy wants scientific papers presented 
that "specifically- identify the hazards " and "ex- 
ptain the technical bases for the conclusions," 
aciidem y President Philip .Anderson said. 

Twin -Fulls phyweian— and actirtst' Peter 
Rickards said he is planning a paper on 'The Poli- 
tics of the Science of Clean-Up ' but has not sub- 
mitted a proposal yet. 


However, the organization has alrviidy rejected 
a proposal by Liz Paul, Kotchum spoke.swoman

To date we have been unable to get any .such 
cntics lo submit papers, which tends to confirm 
the prevailing belief in the scientific community 
that the negative reports have no technical 
bases," Anderson said.

Where surface irrigation provided 
groundwater recharge, the effects of 
the long, hot summer of 19S8 were 
not seen. But in many other ob.scrva- 
lion wells, the dry summer was re- 
Hcctcd in the steep decline of water 
levels since the spring of the year.

Publi.shcd by Sifinnlure Books two 
years after CumpbeirB death in 1936, 
Uie book chronicles The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter>dny Saints 
from the colonization of the Salt 
Uko Valley in I&17 throuith its initial 
battles with the federal (jovernmcnl 
over polygamy in the late 1860s. 

. The book originally was intended 
os part of an official, multi-volume 
hi,slory of the church, The project 
vas- scrapped in HWl after church 
leaders became imcnmforlable with 
research by Campbell and others, 


but the historiaius were allowed to 
seek indepr'ndent publication nf their 
writings. 

"The version that was publi.shed 
was a version he- was hoping would 
pass by the church cen.sors. if lie had 
known it was going to .Signature, it 
might have been a different book," 
said Campheii's daughter, Mary Ann 
Payne. "He might have been hilrder 
on Brigham Young." 

Nevertheless, Campbell. an 
award-winning hi.';torinn and profes- 
sor at the Mormon Church's 
Brigham Young University, gives 
some of Utah's most fabled momenta 
a hew perspective.

Slowdown but no recession in ’89 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Com- 
merce Depanment reported Fridtiy 
filial ils chief economic forecasiing 
giiiige edged down 0.2 percent in 
November, continuing a siiwtoiilli 
pattern that analyst.s said, portends a • 
slowdown but no reces.sion in 1980, 

The .sluggishness in the degtart- 
ment's Index of Leading Economic 
Indicators was actually viewed as 
good new.s by .some e.xfU'rts, who 
said it should ease fears that the 
economy was growing at a pace 
threatening new inflation. 

The 0.2 percent November decline 
was the fourtb drop in the past seven 
months. Since May. the index has al- 
ternated between gains and declines, 
showing very little forward inomcn- 
luin. 

The index has risen hy just l.G per- 
cent over the past 12 inonllis. less 
than half of the -1,1 percent increase 
of the previous 12-monlh period, sug- 
gesting that overall economic growth 
will slow signincanlly in 1989, 

In another signal of slower 
growih, the government reported 
Friday that sales of new homes fell 
-Miy 8 percent in Nnvehiher, the 
biggest decline in 18 months, Ana- 
' fysts blamed the setback, which pul 
soles at a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of (771,000 units, on rising mort- 
gage rales likely to further dampen 
sales in 1989, 

The Insl government numbers of 
1988 had little or no innuence over 
the financial markets, which closed 
out the final trading day of the year 
wiilj mixed results in light trading. 

Bond prices rose slightly, the dol- 
lar weakened marginally against 
key currencies and the Dow Jones 
in(lu.strial average fell 1-1.11 points to 
clo.se at 2,1(58.57. though advancing
